who held logs belonging to Crane & 
iompany, caught during tho recent 
high water. 
The matter is likely to 


cause some serious trouble and become 
a" rather complicated affair before a' 
settlement is effected. 
Tho mayor has 


called out the entire police force to the 
scene of the trouble to seo that law and 
order prevails. 


The facts in the case are about as 


follows: A fow days ago agents of 
Crane & company started to take up 
their logs, and as most of them were 
small and of but little vahie, they con - 
eluded to pay only what tho law al- 
lowed the drifters/ which is 25 'cents 
for logs less than thirty inches in 
diameter. 
Tho drifters have been re- 


ceiving 50 cents for all size logs caught, 
and many of them riifused tojillow the 
logs to be taken. Crane & "Co. then 
took the matter into United States dis- 
trict court at Cincinnat and obtained a 
writ of replevin on 288 logs caught 
between Manchester and Pine creek. 
Armed with these writs of replevin, 
the agents of Crane & company, accom-

I shal Heher, started to take up all the 
logs bearing their ~brand. No .trouble 
was experienced until Slabtown was 
reached at noon. Here the drifters re- 
fused to allow their logs to be taken 
unless they were paid cash for catching 
them. Fiddling Jack Lewis was the^ 
first to precipitate matters. He stood 
on his log and would not allow the 
rafters to take it. 
The officer ordered 


him to get away, and on Lewis' refusal 
to do so, pulled out a pistol and cocked 
it in Lewis's face. Then the crowd of 
drifters interfered and the officer was 
compelled to back down. 
Ho went- 


before United States Commissioner J. 
S. Dodge and stated bis case, but Dodge 
refused to allow him to swear gut a 
wan-ant, holding that the writs of re- 
plevin amounted to nothing.- Mean- 
while"Lewis and others of the drifters 
went before Mayor Row and stated 
their case. The- mayor ordered the 
police up to the scene of the trouble 
and gave it as his opinion that the 
United States marshal was overstep- 
ping the bounds of his authority in at- 
tempting to take up the logs without 
paying cash for them. Tho drifters 
represented that they were receiving 
nothing for their logs except orders, ' 
which had to be presented in Cincinnati 
before they could be cashed. A charge 
of pointing fire arms, also carrying 
concealed weapons was sworn out be- 
fore the mayor by John Lewis against 
Heher, the United States Marshal. 


On Dodge's refusal to take up the 


case, Heher and Deputy United States 
Marshal R. M. Krickcr laid the matter 
before Commissioner Evans, aud war- 
rants were sworn out charging Lewis, 
Frank Cooper, Harry Bostwick, Wm. 
Sly, Lawrence Sump, Sumuer Bost- 
wick and Ben Osborn with interfering 
with duties of United States officers. 


The drifters have engaged Floyd Mc- 


Cormick as their attorney to fight, the 
case and Heher has telegraphed for 
Marshal Devaney of Cincinnati. Just 
what tho outcome of the whole affair 
will be is hard to say.

Early Prejudice Apalnst Ga». 


When it was first proposed to light' 


the streets of London with gas great ob- 
jection was made by the. public and 
newspapers on the ground that the peo- 
ple would be. poisoned, that the. irees 
zvnd vegetation woulj all be killed anil 
that domestic animals could not pos- 
sibly survive the deadly fumes. 


If there is one thing- more than an- 


other which archaeologists would hail 
with delight it would be the discovery 
which would unlock the mysteries ol 
the Haya stone monuments and give to 
the world the keys to the history of 
the early races of Central America, as 
the discovery of the Eosetta stone un- 
locked the history of ancient Egypt. 
There has' been for many years a -flis- 
pute as to the degree of antiquity which 
is to be accorded to the remains that 
are found in Central America, One sar 
vant carries them back to a time al- 
most contemporary.; with 
ancient 


Egypt.' while another will not allow 
that they are much earlier than the 
days of the Montezumas or the time of 
.the discovery of the. continent by Co- 
lumbus. If the Maya tongue was as i 
open a book as the records of ancient 
Egypt this question might be settled. 
Who were the builders of Dimal? 
Whence caine the ancient race that 
carved the strange fig-tires and char- 
acters that are found on the altar slabs 
at Palenque? Iv'o one can tell. After 
years of research we are but a little 
closer to the heart of the riddle than 
we were half a century ago. 


J!ecent!!y the inquiry has taken an- 


other turn, and-athe effort has been 
made to ascertain something about 
the prehistoric races that it- was sup- 
posed might have preceded the Maya 
Indians in the occupation of the Yuca- 
tan peninsula. There are in the hills 
of Yucatan many caves, not large in 
extent, butwhien it was believed would, 
upon investigation, show in the de- 
posits which might be found on their 
Soors some traces of prehistoric man 
in that region. The earlier races found 
shelter in caves, built fires there, and 
in the refuse of the ash heap are found 
the bones of the animals they consumed 
and the fragments of the tools, utensils 
and weapons that they used. Relics 
of importance might be found in the 
lill caves of Yucatan, and so an expedi- 
tion was sent out from the Universitv 
of Pennsylvania to examine these caves 
and investigate the "kitchen middens," 
or "culture beds," as science calls the 
soil of which the floors of these caves 
is composed. The expedition was in 
charge of Henry C. Mercer and was 
mown ns the Corwith expedition, and 
Mr. Mercer has written an entertaining1 
and valuable account 
of their re- 


searches. Ten caves were examined, 
and the method followed was that usu- 
ally employed in such cases. Trenches 
are dug across the floor with great 
care, tho earth removed in layers and 
carefully examined for relics and frag- 
ments of pottery, bones of animals, 
arrowheads and other weapons. It 
was hoped that there would be found- 
traces of a race anterior to the Mayas. 
In this the explorers were doomed to 
disappointment. They did not find 
any traces of the prehistoric*man; but 
they found ttiat the people who came 
to the caves were generally identical 
with the race that had reared the cities 
whose ruins have excited so much at- 
tention and wonder. They brought 
with them whatever degree of culture 
they were possessed of and had not 
developed after their arrival in Yuca- 
tan. It was also established that these 
people had reaclicu Lhe countrv in geo- 
logically recent tinges. It will thus be 
seen that not all the results of the ex- 
pedition were of a negative character 
and that some of them were of impor- 
tance from a scientific point of view. 
It was ascertained that in all probabil- 
it}- the ancient Mayas were cannibals/ 
They were an agricultural people and 
not given to htm ting 1o any greal ex- 
tent, 


Nearly all the caverns contained wa- 


ter, and it was tint, fact which first led 
these earlier races to resort to them. 
The party devoted its entire time to 
cave explorations and did not study the 
ruined dties. The fact was estab- 
lished that no prehistoric race preceded 
the Mayas on the Yucatan peninsular, 
but no fresh clews were obtained as to 
how far back into the past that occupa- 
tion extended.—Brooklyn. Eagle.

Xot for Carriage -Wheels. 


It is not generally understood as it 


should be, perhaps, that bicycle wheels 
seldom or never are subjected to lateral 
strains. They need to resist only those 
strains which pass through their own 
plane and in this plane only have they 
any strength worth speaking of. This 
is worth remembering- when the use 
of wheels of this type is being consid- 
ered for three or four wheeled vehi- 
cles, where the conditions are essen- 
tially different and where, in turn- 
ing corners rapidly, or in going over 
round that causes the vehicle to be 
inclined sideways, a very considerable 
ateral strain may be brought upon the 
wheels—a strain which the ordinarj 
sicycle wheel is, very properly, entire- 
y unfitted for. This-is to be consid- 
ered also in connection with devices 
'or attaching- two bicycles side by side 
to make a duplex or four-wheeled ma- 
chine of them. Xeither the frame, the 
bearings nor the wheels of a properly 
constructed bicycle are adapted to such 
use without injury.—Chicago Xews.
